Twelve passengers and an oper- 
ator escaped through the front 
door of a Grand streetcar last 
night when a trolley wire broke 
and fell across the car, setting 
fire to the motors and welding 
shut the side exit.

lieved to have been caused by a

Twelve persons, including those 
buried in the debris, were injured, 
three of them seriously. 

The building, No. 2122-24 North 
Thirteenth street, had a confec- 
tionery on the first floor and flats 
on the second floor. The explo- 
sion, accompanied by a flash of 
yellow flame, blew out the north, 
east and west walls and dropped 
the roof and the second floor to 
the ground.. The wreckage did 
not, catch fire, permitting the 
speedy rescue of the trapped per- 
sons. 

Most seriously injured was Mrs.

Mrs. James and her child were 
caught in a tangle of plaster, tim- 
bers and roof and were dug out of 
the debris by rescuers.

No Notes Found. 


Police found Heggen’s body in 
the bathtub when they arrived at 
the duplex apartment he shared 
with Alan Campbell, Writer and

The cause of death was not im- 
mediately determined, although 
police said it was not a homicide. 
No notes were found. 


Heggen, who had been making 
about $5000 a week, was reported 
by friends to have been in excel- 
lent spirits. 

Preliminary medical examina- 
tion indicated he died about 11 
o’clock last night. His body was 
found by a maid. 


Lieutenant in Navy. 


Heggen, a native of Minnesota, 
spent four years in the Navy as 
a lieutenant—the same rank as 
that held by his fictional “Mr.

Leo Freedman, press agent for 
the play, said Heggen was “very 
cheerful” yesterday. Freedman 
said Heggen had planned to leave 
for a trip to Europe in about four 
weeks to join Logan, He said 
Heggen was working also on a 
new play. 

Heggen had been married but 
was divorced. His wife was the 
former Carol Lynn Gilmer of Ok- 
mulgee, Okla., now a resident of 
New York. Heggen formerly was 
employed by the Reader’s Digest.

Demands Price Reduc- 
tions and Big Public 
Works Program to Take 
Up Jobs Slack. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (UP)— 
The CIO executive board called 
today for a fourth-round wage in- 
crease for all workers, price reduc- 
tions and a big public works pro- 
gram to take up employment 
slack, 

This policy was laid down by 
the 52-man board as it neared the 
close of a three-day meeting in 
which President Philip Murray ap- 
peared to have won clear-cut vic- 
tories over the left-wing leaders 
on every issue. 

The executive board's  Wage- 
price recommendations set the 
stage for an all-out drive this 
summer to win CIO members their 
fourth pay increase since the end 
of the war. 

10 Pct. Goal Possible. 

The board did not disclose how 
big a wage increase its member 
unions will seek in the forthcom- 
ing drive, although its reference. 
to a 10 per cent drop in “real 
wages” suggested strongly that the 
figure might be in that area. 

The first three postwar pay in- 
crease rounds averaged out at 
about 18%, 15 and 11 cents an

WASHINGTON, May 19 — St. 
Louis apparently has a top pri- 
ority so far as the Federal Gov- 
ernment is concerned for the 
construction of such public hous- 
ing as may be authorized by the 
bill now pending before Congress, 
John Taylor Egan, commis- 
sioner of the Public Housing Ad- 
ministration, was quoted as tell- 
ing a delegation of St. Louis city 
officials yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment is “ready and eager” to 

co-operate with the city. 

City Counselor James Crowe 
told reporters at a conference last 
evening the St. Louisans had in- 
formed Egan the city has a site 
available and is in a position to 
proceed almost as soon as the 
legislation is enacted. 

Bill Passed by Senate. 

The Senate has passed a public 
housing and slum clearance bill 
which falls slightly short of the 
goals set by President Truman. A 
straight Administration bill will 
come before the House shortly. 
There have been reports that Re- 
publicans are prepared for a bit- 
ter no-cOmpromise fight in the 
House, but it is expected that the 
bill will be passed without too 
much. delay. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst of St. 
Louis said Egan virtually prom- 
ised the officials to do business 
as soon as the city was ready, 
assuming the legislation is enacted. 
He suggested that a plan be pre- 
pared at once. 

Darst said that on his return 
to St. Louis Monday he would 
call a meeting of representatives 
of the city, the City Plan Com- 
mission, labor unions and others 
to discuss whether old plans 
should be revived or new ones 
drawn up to take advantage of all 
the features of the pending meas- 
ure.

2 MORE GERMANS ARRESTED 
_ TRYING 10 SELL URANIUM 


FRANKFURT, Germany, May 
19 (AP)—Two new arrests spurred 
the United States Army tonight in 
its search for a uranium hoard 
which may have been used by the 
Nazis in their wartime quest for 
the atomic bomb. 


Two Germans were arrested at 
Limburg allegedly trying to sell 
four grams of the valuable ma- 
terial from which atomic bombs 
are made. They were charged with 
possessing war materials — which 
are forbidden to Germans. Nine 
Germans were arrested last month 
on similar charges. Army agents 
still are trying to find the source 
of the uranium. 

“We don’t know whether it 
came from the Nazis’ wartime 
stockpile or not—or Whether the 
Nazis even had a stockpile,” said 
Brig. Gen. G. H. Weems, provost 
marshal. “But German scientists 
tell us the Nazis had about 4600 
grams.”

Clay on Report. 

Gen. Clay replied after the re- 
port that “the deconcentration of 
economic enterprise has been ac- 
complished on a scale without par- 
allel elsewhere.” He said the num- 
ber of cartels which have been 


broken up indicated that the law 
was being applied. 

(In Washington yesterday it 
Was revealed that Gen. Clay, in 
one of his last official acts before 
retiring, had fired Alexander 
Sacks, a military government 
worker who had accused him of 
sabotaging the decartelization pro- 


gram. 

(Gen. Clay had fired Sacks ear- 
lier when his complaints first 
were published but the Army had 
reinstated him following the in- 
vestigation.) 

Collison said his dismissal was 
the result of differences in policy 
which had led to an “untenable 
situation.”

PROVIDENCE, R.JI., May 19 
(AP)—A Providence father who 


has fought for five years to end 
the marriage of his daughter to 
her uncle was told yesterday that 
a 400-year-old English law estab- 
lished by King Henry VIII of Eng- 
land and based on the Biblical 
Book of Leviticus makes the mar- 
riage legal.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 19 
(AP)—The Illinois Supreme Court 
held today that 134 employes of 
the Brown Shoe Co, factory at 

Litchfield are ineligible for unem- 
ployment compensation for 4 1946 
period when they were idle as a 
result of a strike by 18 workers. 

The Supreme Court reversed ifs 
split decision last November that 
the employes were entitled to 
collect.

The witness, a mild-mannered, 
bespectacled New York City bank 
clerk about 35 years old, said he 
received fixed sums ranging from 
$10 to $75 a month from the FBI 
for services. He also was reim- 
sed for expenses he incurred 
in Red activities. The compensa- 
tion was reported on his income 
tax as “odd jobs,” he added. 


When the laughter inspired by 
that characterization of his task 
subsided, Hidalgo explained he as- 
signed the income to “odd jobs 
of free-lance writing.” His dam- 
aging testimony yesterday invoked 
a demonstration by one of the 
defendants, who angrily called 
him a “little rat.” 


Hidalgo served the FBI as an in- 
formant from the time he joined 
the party in 1946 until he attended 
his last unit meeting the night 
before he first took the stand as a 
Government witness. He told 
United States Judge Harold R. Me- 
dina and the jury of Communist 
actions and objectives in New 
York. 


At one stage of his testimony. 
Hidalgo left the stand to identify 
Robert Thompson, New York 
Communist chairman. - ; 

Clash With Thompson. 

“Keep your hands off me.“ 
Thompson said in a voice audible 
throughout the courtroom. 

“Comrade Thompson,” Hidalgo 
announced in clear tones, ignoring 
Thompson's greeting. 

He's no comrade of mine, I 
assure you — you little rat,” 
Thompson snarled. 

Hidalgo had just testified that 
Thompson told a “party building 
congress” attended here in 1947 by 
1000 members of the State Red 
organization, that the world was 
divided into three camps—those 
who wanted war with Russia, 
those who feared it but thought it 
inevitable, and the peace camp. 

American imperialism placed the 
United States in the war monger- 
ing group, the witness quoted 
Thompson as saying. In this coun- 
try, those who wanted peace were 
represented by “Pepper, Taylor 
and Wallace,“ the alleged com- 
ment continued. Abroad, peace 
groups were led by such nations 
as Hungary, Poland and Yugo- 
Slavia, Thompson concluded, in 
the words of the witness. 

Hitler Example Cited. 

In closing direct testimony, Hi- 
dalgo described the meeting last 
June of the county eet magnon 

unit. Policies, he said, re dis- 
cussed by Morty Kamen, section 
organization secretary. Hidalgo 
quoted Kamen as saying Commu- 
nist youth must be trained in Hit- 
ler fashion. 

„Remember the Young Com- 
munist League of yesterday is the 
Communist party leadership of to- 
day,” Kamen told us,” the witness 
recounted. “He said we must in- 
doctrinate our youth to the age 
of 25 with socialistic ideas. 

“He added that we must use the 
youth as Hitler did and they will 
serve us well. Kamen went on to 
gay that 10,000 good Communists 
can rule New York City. He said 
we didn’t need a majority, that 
we can tell the majority what to 
think.” ‘ 

Hidalgo told of attending lead- 
ership classes taught by “Eliza- 
beth Lawson.” She read excerpts 
denouncing German Naziism and 
Fascism, suggesting that students

Second Witness.

1947, in which 111 men were killed 
in an explosion. 

After this, he went on, Com- 
pliance jumped to about 45 per 
cent, stayed at that level for sev- 
eral months, and then tapered off 
to about 41 per cent.

Meaning of Term. 


In simplest terms, devaluation 
means lowering the value of one 
country’s curfency in terms of an- 
other. When these values vary too 
much in comparison with the ac- 
tual goods they will buy, world 
trade slows down, as it did in the 
1930s. 

High American economic of- 
ficials believe currency revalua- 
tion in Europe is necessary both 
to speed up and broaden European 
trade, and to give European pro- 


| ducers a chance to keep on selling 


in the American market. 

Europear financial officials are 
in favor of both these objectives 
but many of them, including Brit- 
ain’s Sir Stafford Cripps, fear de 
valuation would hurt as much as 
it would help by raising prices of 
imported necessities and cutting 
earnings from exports. 
$ Paul Hoffman, head of the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administration 
has suggested Europe revalue its 
currencies soon as a first step 
toward making them freely con- 
vertible with each other within a 
year. Tight exchange controls, 
along with trade agreements 
which amount to two-way barter, 
keep European trade strapped. A 
well supported European argu- 
ment is that these things are 
necessary because too many Eu- 
ropean economies are instable. 

Snyder’s View.

The Rising Price of Pork

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Melvin Price and Rail Safety 


Representative Price of East St. Louis has 
been a consistent student and advocate of rail- 
road safety since he went to Congress four years 
ago.

As far as the public is concerned, the 
strike now slowing down the great Ford 
operation hag not yet been understandably 
explained, What is it about? This is hard 
to answer because it involves not hours, 
wages or working conditions, but the re- 
lationship of man to modern mass produc- 
tion. 


It involves a theory of the extent of a 
worket’s claim on profits and it involves 
also a state of mind. You might say even 
that it involves the whole uncertain com- 
plex of the world's 
affairs today, in 
which everybody 
hopes for the best 
and tries to fortify 
himself against the 
worst. 


The Ford strike is 
a strange one also in 
the timing. The men 
walked out just a lit- 
tle more than a week 
before talks were to 
begin on a new con- Walter Reuther 
tract, and when it might be expected that 
any grievances would be a matter of dis- 
cussion, anyhow. 


The dispute has been somewhat vaguely 
described as the workers’ accusation, and 
the company’s denial, that the assembly 
line has been speeded up in the River 
Rouge plant near Detroit. The company 
has a right to set the pace of the assembly, 
which may vary from day to day. But the 
agreement is to put more men on the line 
as the speed is increased. The speed has 
been at a rate to produce 346 cars a day, 
or one every minute and a half. a 


A speed-up means more production. More 
production without more workers means 
more profits. More production also means 
that demand will be sooner supplied, and 
the day of less than full employment will 
be hastened. 


Laying aside for the moment the com- 
pany’s claim that it has not speeded up 


the line in wolation of agreement, yéu 


may look at these theories and see what 
is gnawing on workers generally. Then you 


may look at the feeling of management— 
not only in Ford but everywhere today. 


There is a consciousness of adjustment, 
lower prices and buyer resistance. The 
only way to get in step, says management, 
is to find a way to reduce costs, in which 
labor i® a factor varying with the industry. 
One side is fearful of security; the other 
fearful of inability to meet competition. 


This seems to be the issue in the Ford 
strike, and it explains the intangible na- 
ture of the news you got out of the nego- 
tiations. It may be a strike that was fair- 
ly forced by the pressure of anxiety. 


We have no intention here of moralizing 
that the anxiety should be mutual, that the 
security of one depends upon the security 
of the other and that the security of all 
of us depends on the security of both. The 
point is to try and answer the questions, 
because we have no doubt that they will be 
bobbing up in many another situation from 
now on and that many a union member is 
just as perplexed by them as anybody else. 

They are bobbing up, for example, in the 
negotiations between John L. Lewis and the 
mine operators. As the Department of 
Commerce has reported, pay envelopes are 
getting thinner. Lewis proposes, as one 
of his demands, a sort of share-the-work 
plan, allocating coal production among the 
mines so that there will be an equalizing 
of employment, however little. 

Something like this could be read into 
the Ford situation—Walter Reuther’s in- 
sistence, for example, that profits shall not 
go up unless the workers get a share of the 
raise. If and when the nature of the dis- 
cussions is known, it is likely to reveal that 
there has been more talk of economic prin- 
ciple thag of actual conditions. 

It is small wonder that Henry Ford II re- 
fused Reuther’s offer to debate the matter 
publicly. ‘The issue is not one to be aired 
in Briggs Stadium and its atmosphere of 
over-simplifications.

CREED OR CHAOS, by Derothy L. Sayers, (Harcourt, 
Brace, 8 pgqs., $2.25.

Dorothy L. Sayers, the English expert in 


the whodunit field of literature, is a wom- 
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an of unusual talent and versatility. Of 
late years she has been more interested in 
exploring the realms of theology than in 
pursuing the adventures of the ever- 
charming and delightful Lord Peter Wim- 
sey. But such is the brilliance of her mind 
and the seriousness of her intent that 
whatever she does, whether it is detective 
fiction or probing into the recesses of the 
English nature, or attempting, as in the 
present small volume, to make clearer 
what she believes is the need for dogma in 
our modern Christianity, she writes with 
equal effectiveness. This book is a collec- 
tion of sundry articles and speeches writ- 
ten or delivered during the past several 
years dating back to 1940. 

Miss Sayers is convinced that creedal be- 
liefs have as much pertinence for modern 
religious living as they ever had in the 
past. This, as she says, is an unpopular 
idea. The tendency has been to discount 
the value of dogma, to feel a smug satis- 
faction in having “outgrown” it and freed 
our minds from its fetters. Dogmatism, 
many feel, is something that belongs to 
the happily discarded past. 

The writer challenges this view directly. 
She speaks of the inevitability of dogma 
“if Christianity is to be anything more 
than a little mild wishful-thinking about 

ethical behavior.”

RUTLAND, Vt., May 19 (AP)— 
Attorneys and GI o tions 
are striving today for the release 
of two World II veterans held in 
jail here for failing to meet court 
judgments. The two men are not 
likely to be released unless they 
can raise more than $2000 each or 
take a pauper’s oath. 

They are Ralph J. Fugatt, 29 
years old, of Springfield, Mass., 
and Bernard J. Smith Jr., 23, of 
Fair Haven, Vt. Fugatt, a wound- 
ed former Army Air Force flyer, 
spent six months as a German 
captive after being shot down on 
his twentieth mission over Europe. 

Fugatt has been in jail seven 
weeks and has not seen his son, 
who was born four days after 


Fugatt was locked in the Rutland 


county jail. 

“I think it’s inhuman to deprive 
a father of the sight of his first 
child,” said Mrs. Katherine Fu- 
gatt, 22. 

Smith has been in jail nearly 
as long as Fugatt. 

“This is worse than being a 
prisoner of war,” said Fugatt. 

“I don’t think anything could 
be so inhuman,” agreed Smith. 

In separate cases growing out of 
automobile accidents, a judgment 
of $2189.52 was ordered by a court 


against Fugatt and another of 
$2675.96 against Smith. 

They are held in jail under a 
Vermont law dating from the early 
1800s—a “close jail execution”— 
that does not permit bail. 

“It’s the only protection for per- 
sons receiving awards in civil 
actions,” said County Clerk George 
N. Harman. If either of these 
defendants had had insurance the 
problem would never have oc- 
curred.” 

Harman acknowledged that “it’s 
possible for them to spend the 
rest of their natural lives in jail” 
under the law. 

“We want to get out of here,” 
Smith said. “We don’t want to 
spend our lives here.” 

Meanwhile, former Brattleboro 
Municipal Judge Edward Shea said 
he would seek Fugatt’s release on 
a writ of habeas corpus. Another 
attorney, Philip Phelps of Fair 
Haven, planned similar action on 
behalf of his client Smith. 

Court sources said in the past 
persons imprisoned under the law 
have been held for at least six 
months before being given a hear- 
ing in which they have the choice 
of paying or declaring themselves 
paupers. 

Fugatt said his wife and son are 
living on pension and soldier’s aid 
totaling $84.20 a month.

Military School 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE are people who believe that strict discipline, a 

“must” sort of schedule, will change unadjusted, rebellious, 

wayward boys into fine upstanding men of honor ‘and 
character. It will do nothing of the sort. 

Children are the product of their ancestry and their im- 
mediate environment, remembering that people are an im- 
portant part of that environment. They take their selves to 
school, to society, wherever they go. That self is not to be 
altered fundamentally by force. It can be modified, in some 
few instances, taught better forms of expression, but the self 
of the individual remains. It is his unique possession granted 
him before his birth. 

What parents and teachers can do is to modify the less 
favorable traits and stimulate the better ones, and that is not 
to be done by force. It is done by understanding the sort of 
self the child possesses and knowing how to get him to want 
to make it as fine as his limitations permit, 


oR. sk : 


LIMITATIONS need frighten no one. Few, if any, people 
have ever fully developed the abilities within them. To develop 
any fine gift or quality or character requires purpose backed 
by will and human nature is always inclined to take its ease. 
The culture of one’s self demands self-discipline, control and 


guidance from within, not from without. 

It is the teacher’s, the parent’s privilege and duty to make 
the most of each child as he is, a mixture of strength and 
weakness, gifts and handicaps. Force does not do this. Stern 
discipline will not do it unless that discipline is administered 
by the person himself and children are incapable of that sort 
of thinking. Only the mature individual has any glimpse of it.

WHEN A CHILD RS at home or in school his parents 
and teachers are distressed. This child annoys them, keeps 
them worrying and they Jong first for peace, then for the child’s 
adjustment. Force looks to be the easy way out. Make.him 
sit down and shut up and stop being a nuisance. Fine. But 
it works only for the moment and then the whole pattern is 
to be lived through again with added annoyances. 

The only way out is the long slow way of developing the 
abilities of the child, leading, guiding, pushing him toward a 
goal of achievement that is within his reach. Achievement of 
any sort, however humble, is the stimulant that wakens purpose 
and will and a desire for growth. Go along with this child 
from day to day, just one day’s effort, one day’s accomplish- 
ment at a time, and forget the military school for such as he. 
He does not belong there. Military schools are not reform 
schools.

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Editor National Geographic for 50 Years 


Observes Golden Jubilee Today—Succeeded’ Alexander Graham Bell 


Gilbert Grosvenor

WASHINGTON, May 19 
N the spring of 1899 
man of 23 took a job that, to 
all futward appearances, had 
no future. 

The job was to edit a slim, tech- 
nical journal which only a learned 
few read. It had no money in its 
coffers, no other employes on its 
staff, and no paid contributors. 
Editorial “offices” consisted of 
desk space occupying half of a 
cramped and littered rented room. 


@ young 
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Alexander Graham Bell, inven- — 


tor of the telephone, was anxious 
to keep this floundering venture 
afloat. He was then president of 
the National Geographic Society. 
The publication he sought to save 
was the society’s official organ, 
the virtually unknown National 
Geographic Magazine, The young 
man he brought to Washington 
for the seemingly impossible job 
was Gilbert Grosvenor. 

The spring of 1949 finds the edit- 
ing job still very much in exist- 
ence, though not quite as intimi- 
dating as a half century ago. And 
it finds Gilbert Grosvenor still 
very much preoccupied with it 
five decades after taking charge. 

This achievement explains why 
Dr. Grosvenor will be honored in. 
special ceremonies at Constitution 
Hall here today, on his editorial 
golden jubilee. No other living 
American magazine editor ap- 
proaches his record for continu- 
ity of service. 

The early years were hard and 
far from encouraging. Pennies 
had to be pinched, for the maga- 
zine’s financial fortunes continued 
highly precarious. Indeed, from 
1899 to 1904 the young editor got 
his salary only because Dr. Bell 
contributed it out of his own 
Pocket. Over the five-year period 
the inventor advanced a total of 
$6900 for this purpose. 

Grosvenor’s editorial duties 
called for something of a jack-of- 
all-trades. Besides being respon- 
sible for planning and handling 
the content of the magazine, for 
increasing membership in the so- 
ciety, for bookkeeping and fiscal 
reports, it was one of his chores 
to address by hand all the envel- 
opes in which copies were mailed. 
That done, he would carry the 
magazines on his back to the post 
office. 

Luckily, the magazine was slen- 
der in those days and the monthly 
editions (which cost only $169 to 
print) ran fewer than 1000 copies. 
The chore would be considerably 
more onerous today, when some 
2,000,000 copies go in the mails 
monthly. Since the spring of 1899, 
the magazine and the National Ge- 
ographic Society have risen from 
insignificant customer of 
Washington’s post office to a posi- 
tion second only to the United 
States Government, both in the 
volume of mail and the postage 
costs it represents, in Washington. 
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ESPITE the difficult times 
D the National Geographic Mag- 
azine encountered in these 
early years, it had acquired — 
unknowingly perhaps—a basic as- 
set which was to make it a na- 
tionally-known institution and an 
internationally recognized author- 
itative publication. 
This asget was young Grosve- 
nor’s zealous conviction, shared by 


‘Dr. Bell, that geographic subjects 


could be lifted out of the dry-as- 
dust phrases of technical papers, 
interesting only to experts, and 
presented with all the color, ad- 
venture and popular appeal that 
would attract the lay reader, while 
still keeping accuracy paramount. 

Such a transformation did not 
occur overnight. The ‘magazine 
the new editor took over was 
heavily on the technical side, and 
time elapsed before the new pol- 
icy began to produce tangible 
results. 

If any definite date can be fixed 
for when the corner was turned, it 
may well be 1905. The number of 
members receiving the magazine 
zoomed upwards 260 per cent that 
year. The Society’s employes in- 
creased to a total of four persons, 
including a messenger boy for edi- 
torial errands. And, with some 
misgivings, Editor Grosvenor au- 
thorized the purchase—at the ex- 
travagant price of $20 — of a 
treadlie-operated machine to ad- 
dress the mailing envelopes, s0 
long tediously done by hand. 

For the editorial task he un- 
dertook in 1899, Gilbert Grosvenor 
had no background of specialized 
training or professional experience 
in the magazine or .newspaper 
worlds. People today would say 
he started cold.“ 

Most of his formative years were 
spent abroad, perforce out of close 
touch with the currents of Amer- 
ican life. He was born in Tur- 
key where his father, Dr. Edwin 
A. Grosvenor, was professor of 
history for two decades at the 
American-sponsored Robert Col- 
lege at Constantinople (now Istan- 
bul). Turkey was “home” until 
he returned to the United States 
with his parents for a college edu- 
cation. 

His scholastic career at Am- 
herst was ‘brilliant and he grad- 
uated with many honors. Like so 
many honor students before and 
since, however, he soon discov- 
ered that academic awards guar- 
anteed no short cut to speedy pre- 
ferment in the work-a-day world. 


Upon graduation he took an un-

exciting post as teacher at the 
Englewood (N. J.) Academy for 
Boys. Here he was instructing 
in French, German, Latin, algebra, 
chemistry and public speaking 
when he received the invitation 
from the National Geographic So- 
ciety. At Alexander Graham 
Bell’s request he came to Wash- 
ington to try his hand at edit- 
ing. He had been keeping com- 
pany with Bell’s daughter, and 
later married her. 

Perhaps his youth abroad, his 
familiarity with distant places, his 
love of travel equipped him with 
an intuitive “know how” in the 
geographic field which he applied 
with marked advantage in his vo- 
cation. 

In his early efforts to popu- 
larize articles on geography, Edi- 
tor Grosvenor found a helpful and 
welcome ally in the new arts of 
photograph and photo-engraving. 
He saw to it that the National 
Geographic Magazine lost no time 
in enlisting them to increase both 
the magazine’s popular appeal and 
educational value. 

The publication started using 


pictures on an unprecedented 


scale. When color photos supple- 
mented black-and-whites, he 
promptly undertook to bring read- 
ers illustrations in natural colors. 
In both fields of photography, 
the emphasis was on _ superior 
quality and technical excellence 
in reproduction, 
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HE lavish use of photo illus- 

trations in the National Geo- 

graphic has been credited with 
exerting an early and important 
influence on the development of 
the visual journalism so familiar 
to Americans today. Some of Dr. 
Grosvenor’s admirers claim that 
he was a leading pioneer, just as 
they believe that his concept of 
popularized geography blazed the 
trail for the understandable, 
down-to-earth treatment of scien- 
tific subjects which newspaper 
readers now have come to take 
for granted in the daily press. 


Besides sparking the develop- 
ment of the photographic content 
of the magazine, Grosvenor felt 
that maps could be made as in- 
teresting and impertant. As soon 
as finances permitted, the nucleus 
of a cartographic staff was as- 
sembled and the first of the Na- 
tional Geographic maps appeared 
as supplements to the magazine. 

Soon they became a reference

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standby for accugacy and preci- 
sion. When World War II en- 
gulfed the globe, the Geographic 
maps were utilized on an exten- 
sive scale by Anglo-American 
arms, and the top leaders of thé 
Western allies voiced their appre- 
ciation that the maps were s0 
available—and so useful. 

A quiet-mannered man, with the 
benevolent mien of a professor 
emeritus, Dr. Grosvenor at 73° pro- 
fesses to see nothing magic in the 
formula he used to make the maga- 
zine a success. To him, the revo- 
lution he engineered was a matter 
of obvious common sense.

FTER the corner was turned 
in 1905, the fortunes of the 
magazine and the National 
Geographic Society advanced 
steadily. Its headquarters expand- 
ed to more commodious quarters. 
Annual reports record substantial 


increases both in circulation and 


membership virtually ever since. 
Only depression intervals in the 
1029s and 1930seshow any ground 
lost and that little was speedily 
recovered. 

In his half century as editor, 
Dr. Grosvenor has passed on ar- 
ticles submitted by many of the 
world’s great—Presidents of the 
United States, statesmen, explor- 
ers, scientists, men of arms, and 
travelers. His has been the final 
say in the selection of photo- 
graphs from some of the outstand- 
ing men in this field. 

In addition, he has played an 
active role in the planning and 
preparation of virtually all of the 
hundred and more expeditions 
which the Society has sponsored 
to various parts of the world. 

Despite his editorial responsibil- 
ities and the duties as president 
of the National Geographic So- 
ciety, which he assumed upon 
election in 1920, “the Chief,” as 
his staff calls him, has squeezed 
in time for extensive travel in both 
hemispheres. Associates say that 
in e dull, minimum year, he will 
log well over 10,000 miles. Very 
often he has run up several times 
that total. 

Geography and the society are 
his major hobbies, as one might 
suspect. Next rank his interests 
in birds and in sailing. He is not 
a little proud of his proficiency as 
skipper of his 52-foot auxiliary 
yawl, “Elsie,” .but birds are the 
sure-fire subject to rouse his en- 
thusiasm. He never tires of talk- 
ing about them, individually or col- 
lectively. 

Among his incidental interests 
are the humorcus stories, car- 
toons, and jests about the National 
Geographic that have appeared 
through the years.

UE-BIDDING is an * 
method of reaching slams 
many deals, but, like every 
type of bid; it has its de- 
fects. Consider the following

Even though West opened a 


elub on the basis of his partner's 
double in that suit, declarer was 
not greatly disturbed, because it 
appeared that he could get rid of 
dummy’s low club on his own high 
heart. However, after he had put 
up the club ace, cashed the heart 
queen and then led the ace and 
ki of hearts, he was in for a 
rude shock when East ruffed the 
third heart! West’s ace of trumps 
was then a rather formidable bar- 
rier to the fulfillment of the 
slam! 

Beyond question, North-South 
were the victims of bad luck in 
this deal, since their combined 
holdings well justified the small- 
slam contract which they reached. 
Moreover, no legitimate criticism 
can be levelled at the “scientific” 
manner in which they approached 
the slam, showing each other con- 
trol cards in the various suits 
and thus discovering that the 
enemy could not grab two tricks 
off the reel. Even the fact that 
East doubled five clubs was logi- 
cally ignored by North, because, 
holding the heart queen, he ac- 
tually envisaged that South could 
get rid of North’s low club on a 
high heart. Failing that, North 
felt that his own diamond suit 
might come in handy after South 
had cue-bid the diamond ace. 

Conceding all this to North- 
South, however, it is only fair to 
the “slam-bang” school of bidding 
to observe that South almost 
surely would have cashed in the 
slam, if, over three spades, he 
had leaped directly to six spades! 
It would have been quite a feat 
for West to guess the one lead, 
clubs, that could embarrass his 
adversary!
